=3 OUR Men of great Parts I fee are often 
very prolix as well as obicure ; all the 
Rout the Oxford Gentleman made about 
the Origin of Praife, was only to fhew 
that the Reputation of the Military Fun- 
. ction, which Collonel Worrhy fo highly 
extoll’d, was too dearly bought by fubmitting to the 
Rigour of it, and craftily to infinuate as if there was 
a kind of Rupidity in the Notion of Honeur, which 
inade Men run after Praife even to theit own Deftru- 
Gian, and yet be content that it fhould not be paid 
befere clicy are render’d uncapable of receiving it. 
So much for the Glory of the Bufinefs: The next thing 
he was to {peak to was the Converfation with Men of 
Honour; and being come to that he continued thus : 
That there is im our Camps, faid: be, as. well bred 
Men as in-any.Court of Europe, is beyond Contradicti- 
on, and that confequently.a Man can’t keep better Com- 
pany (generally fpeaking) than the Officers of our Ar- 
nves, Pit allow iikewife to be true, but this 1s no Ar- 
gument, that a Gentleman ofa good Family and a plen- 
uiful Eltate, can’t meet with as good in other Places, 
where he may {pend his Money with more Comfort and 
lefs Danger ; but becaufe the Collonel, feem’d to lay a 
great Strefs upon converfing with Men of Honour, that 
you may entirely underftand what that means, ‘I fhall 
impartially def@sibe them to you, J mean thofe that by 
the nicelt [ygges are in frictnels allow'd to be fuch, 
and I. believe you'll fay, that they are the oddeft mix- 
ture of Good and. Eval, and for their Principles the 
moft unaccountable Creatures in the World. Firlt, a 
Man of Honour isin his way a punctual obferver of 
Jufiice, he pays a préfound Veneration to all Religious 
Matters, and # blind Obedience to the Government he 
ferves; he nevér denies a jult Debt, repays as foon as 
it is.in his Power whatever he borrows, and never ipcaks 
again{t his Confcience, tho’ his Life wasat Stake. The 
Laws of Priendfhip: he keeps gnviolably, and the Ho- 
nour of your Wife, your Sifter or your Daughter, nay 
your Miilrefs too, tho the Women were never fo for- 
wasd themfelves, if once he undertakes the Tru/t is al- 
ways fafely committed to his Care, Thefe you fee are 
Ver y-B00) Qualities, now. for his odd ones: Tho" he 
Fights for the Laws of his Country, yet he thinks him- 
felf and the whole Fraternity of Honour above ‘em, 
and in his Opinion all Controverfies are to be decided 
by the Sword to end a Quarrel, as Arréfling in Law 
fo Duelling in Honour is always the beginning of the 
Procefs: After that he examines into the Matter, and

fees which of the two was in the right, which often 
roves as bad as hanging firft and trying afierwards. 
The Reputation of a Man of Honour is fo tender, that 
unlefs he is Sick in Bed or very much Wounded, fighr- 
ing never admits of an excufe, and if any one Chal- 
lenges him upon a miltake, tho’ he knows it to be tuch, 
yet that he may not appear backward he accepts of the 
Challenge, and Fights firft before he informs his Ad- 
verfary of his Error: He looks upon himlelf as.a petty 
King, or Prince of fome Sovereign Staté by iticlf, that 
has no Dependance upori any other, and killing a Man 
in a Duel is Conquering his Enemy in a lawful War : 
To ask him for Money due, is always an Affronr, be- 
caufe itis a Reflection upon his Honour, to fufpect 
that if he had it he wou’d not as well give it you with- 
out : He is fo mych Matter of bis Paffions, as never to 
be angry with any body, whole Throat he endeavours 
to Cut, but fhakes him by the Hand, and to thew 
what a valt Reafon he has to Fight him, pretefts, that 
he has no manner of Malice againit him; nay, he has 
a mighty Regard and uncommon Efteem for the Man 
that cuts his; affilting hin at his laft Galp with all he 
has about hun, to make his efcape from-the Rigouir of 
the paultiry Law, that won’t allow Men of Honour to 
be their own Jggdgesand Executioners tco, Thetfe are 
the peculiar Seattments of Men of Honour, xs they are 
obiervable in their Lives and Converfatious ; how Con- 
fentaneous to. Reafon and agreeable to one another fome 
of ‘em are, 1 fhall not enquire into, but examine what 
the cunning Politician thinks of ’em that penetrates in- 
to the Nature, and accordingly difpofes of: every part 
of the Society to the belt Advantages Nothing is more 
neceflary to the State than Men of Honour, and no So- 
ciety could be long flourifhing without ; they watch to 
make us Sleep quietly, run hazards Abroad to make us 
fecure at Home, nay, Sacrifice their Lives to make us 
lead oursin greater Tranquility and Plesfure. Secing 
the Ulefulnefs, and at the fame time the extravagine 
Vanity of the Profeffion, the Politician kas managed 
them very dexteroufly, he has never contradicted their. 
Ridiculous Notions, and. as for the molt fubltantial 
Services they demanded, nothing but empty Praife ; fo 
he has always order’d the relt of the Sociéty plentifully 
to givethem what they ask’d: They pretend to be void 
of Fear, to delight in Danger, aud value neither Life 
nor Limbin the purfuit of it. Here he has admirably 
trick’d them, and beating them at their own Weapon 

fo bewitcl ds chem withthe Glory which they hunt 
after, as to make them accept of the Punifhments of 
their Temerity as egregious Rewards for their Pains 

judging of the Greatnefs of the latter by the Severity of 
the firit: Toslofea Leg og an-Arm is very glorious, but 
yet to be kull’d out right much beyend ir. Ido noe 
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fay but that inthe Military Profe Mons, the Salaries of 
the meaneft Commiffion Ofhcers are ft to maintain a 
Gentleman that has not Eftate enough of hisown; that 
fome Potts are very’beneficial, and the highelt of ‘em 
worthy of any Nobleman or Princes Acceptance ; but 
{peak of what the pooelt Foot Soldter, it he deferves 
tcarally to enjoy with theGeneral, Tmean the 
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The Vanity of the whole Profeffion, and the Pollt- 
ticians humouring it, is no where more Confpicuous 
thn in the treatment he affords the private Ceitinels 
Soine of them are wheedled, others for their Crimes are 
torced into the Service, and when they are there they 
are jult kept from Starving, and traind up to all the 
hardfhips that Human Nature 1s capable of 5 after all 
this che miferable Wretches are calld Gentiemen. But 
if you woud fee what Tools all theie Bravo's in gene- 
ra: are made of, do but confider how little they are 
juduleed in their frentick Notions of Honour, further 
than it ferves the ends of the Publick. If they will up- 
hold that there is nothing more glorious than to be 
yiaim’d or kill’d in a Battel they are very welcome, 
for the more they are of that Optifion the better they Il 
Fight, which does our Bufinefs; but as to their other 
Sentiments 1n common Scciety, it 1s plain that no bo- 
dy regards ‘em, or believes a word of what they fay; 
for it a Man of Honour owes Money he ts arrelted, and 
if he can’t find Bail carried to Goal as others are: If he 
kills a Man, {trikes him, or any other way difturbs the 
Peace, he is punifhed as much as Mechanicks and Co- 
wards are when they commit the fame Crimes. 

The Third and aft Argument the concife Collonel 
nade ufe of to invite Young Gentlemen to the Army, 
was the Tuftice of the Caufe and the Grandeur of the 
Deficn in Hand. There I confefs he 1s 1n the right, but 
tisevident, that either the Caufe of the War is not 
duely weigh'd every where, or elfe the Men of Honour 
that are our Enemtes fight again(t their Confcience, 
which would be a Contradiction to their Character. 
I don’t doubt but the Jultice of this War is on our fide, 
and erant, that he that is able and has no haad in tt 1s 

goood Subject ; but they that help to defray the Char- 
ges ot it, may as jultly be faid to carry it on as thofe 
that are pea onally employ'd mit: A Man of Fifteen 
Hundred a Year pays Three Handred Pound Taxes out 
of it, which will maintain a tcore lufty Fellows, that 
every onc of em will be more ferviceable than any Gen- 
tleman ina private Capacity, becaufe they can endure 
Hardihips better and are more firictly under Command, 
and PH jaltify, that a good Pay-Malter that lives every 
wiy handfomely, and confequently employs a great 
miny Tradefmei, is at this Juncture as beneficial to 
Country as hethat a¢tually Fights for it. As to 
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the Glory of the Nation, tis ina very thriving Con- 
ition: T wou'’d not advife all Young Gentlemen tc 
fiay at Home, but then | woud not have every body 
run out of the Land neither. Ihave a great Opinion 
ot the Peace we ttrive for, and I can never reflect on 
«he Brave Men that have been already Sacrific'd toward 
the Purchafe of it, but IT think 1t 1s pity but fome of 
nse thould live to enjoy it, in order to which Pll take 


what Care Ecan of One, ever remembring an admira- 
ble faying ol Seneca 11 one of his Tragedics.
